In consequence 
they seem to b> inclined to dis- 
charge superfluous hands ot 
board ship. There have been 
many shipowners employinc 
Chinese as ordinary seamen. Is 
is noted, however, that many - 
faults are found witb the Chi- 
nes, who, for instance, are no: 
only lacking in working efici- 
ency, but desert sbips readily. 
Accordingly, they are no longer 
weicoms for their low wages. 
The Japanese shipowners have 
turned to German sailors. who, 
they admit, are faithfol and 
quiet, bave excellent talent, and 
are satisfied with lox .wages. 
The idea has now entered the 
micda of the shipping companies 
{that it is advisable to employ 
Germans not oaly as ordinary 
teamen but alsoas able seamen 
and officers.—Japan Chronicle,
